BROKEN W H E E L WAS T H E CAUSE 


Local Crew in Charge of the Train 


But None Was Hurt— De­ 


railed Cars Loaded. 


Two men were seriously injured, 
one probably fatally hurt, five load­ 
ed c a rs were ditched and demolished 
and a section of track was torn up 
on the B. & 0. Southwestern Rail­ 
road one-half mile west of Willow 
Valley this 
afternoon 
in a wreck 
which was caused by a broken wheel 
on “Q. D." westbound freight, No. 95. 
The injured are: 
A. W. Fields, Washington. 
Glen Blevins, Washington. 
The 
wreck 
occurred 
at 
1:3.3 
o’clock this afternoon a quarter of 
a mile east of the tunnel entrance. 
The broken wheel was on the six­ 
teenth car from the caboose and five 
cars were 
hurled into 
the ditch. 
Three were loaded with merchandise 
and two with iron pipe. 
The men 
who were injured were trespasser.- 
and were believed to lie riding on one 
of the ears that was ditched. 
The wrecking crews from Seymour 
and Washington were called to the 
scene. 
Traffic on the main line will 
be blocked during the afternoon. 
It 
was reported here 
this after­ 
noon and one of the-men had died 
from his 
injuries, but 
tin* report 
could not be confirmed at the B. A 
O. division offices at 3 :30 o’clock. 
Both were said to he seriously hurt. 
The freight train left here at 9:55 
o’clock this 
morning and 
was in 
charge of (Y>ndu<*tor Louis Eckstein 
of this 
city. 
The 
engine was in 
charge of Engineer J a m e s Snow, al­ 
so of Seymour. 
None of the train 
crew was hurt. 
Neither the caboose 
nor the engine left the rails, accord­ 
ing to the reports received at the 
dispatchers’ office. 
The westbound 
e xpress. 
No. 11, 
due here at 2 o’clock was held in this 
city for more than 
thirty minutes 
until arrangements were* made to d e ­ 
tour. The train went on its own line 
as far as Mitchell and was there 
detoured over tlie Monon to Gosport 
where it took the Vandalia Line to 
Vincennes. 
According to the reports here, the 
cars of merchandise were splintered. 


While operating a corn shredder on 
the farm of Ed Rider, five miles east 
of Crothersville, Friday afternoon, 
Charles Hawn lost his left hand just 
above the wrist. 
He was feeding the 
corn into the machine at the time and 
his fingers were eought between the 
knives drawing his hand between the 
blades. 
Hawn was taken to Louisville Fri­ 
day night for treatment. 
The acci­ 
dent is serious and he is in a weaken­ 
ed condition from loss of blood. He 
is the owner of the machine and de­ 
pends upon it for a livelihood. 
It is 
said that he is left in straightened 
financial circumstances by the acci­ 
dent and that his friends in Vernon 
and Grassy Fork township are rais­ 
ing a fund for 
him.

No special program has 
been arranged for the meeting tomor­ 
row, and the exercises will be con­ 
fined to the ceremony of Silent Sor­ 
row.

In order 
that 
the 
worthy and 
needy families of the city be pro­ 
vided with the necessary food, fuel 
and clothing during the winter, it 
has been suggested that the “spon­ 
sor plan” be adopted which would 
divide 
the 
responsibility 
among 
those interested in the city charity 
work and insure 
proper protection 
for persons who are suffering from 
want. 
The plan is proposed by Mrs. 
J. F. Shiel, who is actively interest­ 
ed in the charity movement here and 
who has come to the realization that 
assistance will be needed this winter. 
The plan as outlined by Mrs. Shiel 
is for one person or one family to 
become the sponsor 
for 
a family 
in needy circumstances. 
The spon­ 
sor will be held personally respon­ 
sible for the parties under his care 
and would see that the necessary 
provisions, fuel 
atid 
clothing are 
provided when needed to insure the 
good health and 
comfort of 
the 
“wards.” 
The plan does not neces­ 
sarily mean that the sponsors would 
purchase such necessities from their 
own funds, but would agree to see 
that all wants are provided. 
Already several persons who have 
heard of the plan have consented to 
become sponsors for families report­ 
ed to be in need. The sponsor would 
investigate first and ascertain if the 
family is actually in distressed cir­ 
cumstances and is worthy of assist­ 
ance. 
If the case is 
found to be 
worthy the sponsor would then see 
that the requirements are adequate­ 
ly met. 
A number 
of 
persons to 
whom the plan has been explained, 
believed that it would be successful 
and would go a long ways towards 
solving the charity problem in the 
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Considerable interest is manifested 
in 
political 
circles 
in 
the

court questioning the constitution­ 
ality of Section 10 of the Jones di­ 
rect primary law passed by the 1915 
legislature. 
This section has been 
attacked in both Marion and Floyd 
counties upon the ground that a voter 
is required to cast his ballot in the 
primaries of the same party which 
he supported in the last election.

Marion county the section was at­ 
tacked by Carl H. Mote, a former 
progressive, who says that Howard 
Cassady, a Democrat, intends to pre­ 
vent him from voting at the Republi­ 
can primaries. 
The author of the 
law contends that a vote can be 
challenged by a member of the party 
holding the primary and that a Demo­ 
crat cannot challenge the vote of a 
Republican at a Republican primary. 
Nothing has been done 
in 
this 
county towards arranging for the 
primary which will be held in March, 
hut it is understood that as soon as 
the supreme court decides the ques­ 
tion action will be taken not only 
in Jackson but in all counties. 
The 
primary law is one of far reaching 
effect and has received much atten­ 
tion. 
Lawyers who have given it se­ 
rious study say that there are some 
clauses which they do not agree upon, 
but these disputed points will be de­ 
cided by the party leaders in ample 
time before the election day. 
While the political arena is yet 
closed to the average voter a glimpse 
over the fence reveals some interest­ 
ing situations in these circles.

gressman Lincoln Dixon, it is pre­ 
sumed, will soon announce his can­ 
didate for his seventh nomination. 
W hile he is reported to be confident 
of success it is generally rumored

termined. 
Those who have watched 
the growth of 
the 
biggest county 
corn shows in the state declare that 
the first one here eclipses the initial 
attempts elsewhere in Indiana and 
there is no reason why the Jackson 
county 
exhibit should not 
become 
one of the largest in the state within 
a few years. 
Like any other new movement time 
is required to lully develop it. Many 
farmers in 
this locality 
were not 
thoroughly familiar with the plans 
this year. 
Now that they have vis­ 
ited the show they have learned what 
it means to them and to the county 
in general and are enthusiastic that 
it shall be an annual event. 
There 
will be a much larger exhibit next 
year. 
That is assured. 
Earlier in the season it was gen­ 
erally believed that this would be 
an excellent year for selecting show 
corn, but after the crop was gath­ 
ered it was found that in most lo­ 
calities the grain showed the effect 
of the continued wet weather during 
the summer season which prevented 
the growers from cultivating the crop 
they 
desired.

fact, many 
farmers who had expected to bring 
exhibits to the show this year de­ 
cided otherwise after they had in­ 
spected their fields. 
County Agent A. D. Cobb is plan­ 
ting for the 
second annual 
show 
which will 
be held about the same 
time next year. 
One feature which 
is under investigation and which he 
believes will be an excellent booster, 
is to have an auction of the best seed 
corn in the county. The sale will be 
widely 
advertised 
throughout 
the 
state and growers in other counties 
will be asked to attend.

Washington, December 4—The ad­ 
ministration today was placed firmly 
in the committee control in the na­ 
tional defense legislation in the house. 
The administration was in control in 
the military and navy house com-« 
mittees as announced this afternoon 
in caucus. 
The house committees as 
announced are expected to be ratified 
with little opposition. 
Democratic representation on all 
large committees was reduced from 
fourteen to thirteen members because 
of the increased Republican member­ 
ship. 
The Republican, Progressive, 
Socialist and Independent committee 
assignments are being prepared by 
Republican Leader Mann for an­ 
nouncement Monday. 
Five new Democrats were announ­ 
ced for the naval committee. 
It now 
tands eight for a big navy and five 
for a little navy as far as the Demo­ 
cratic members are concerned. 
Of 
the five new Democrats Gallaway, of 
Texas, is regarded as a little navy 
man. 
The others are regarded as ad­ 
ministration supporters. 
All other 
naval committees were retained, in­ 
cluding Gray, of Indiana, a little navy 
member. 
Congressman Adair of Indiana, 
was made chairman of the committee 
on expenditures in the war depart­ 
ment. 
Barnhart, 
of 
Indiapa, 
is 
chairman of printing. 
Morrison of 
Indiana, is chairman of patents. 
Moss of Indiana, expert on rural 
credits, was named to the banking 
committee.
